By  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Godfrey  R.  Pisek,  on 
January  19th,  1921.  the  Babies'  Wards  suffered  an 
overwhelming  loss,  and  the  members  of  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  Committee  desire  to  offer  this  slight  trib- 
ute of  appreciation  and  sorrow  to  the  memory  of  one 
who  gave  unsparingly  and  ungrudgingly  of  time, 
strength  and  study  to  the  service  of  sick  children. 

Dr.  Pisek  began  his  professional  career  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  Staff  of  the  Post  Graduate  Hospital. 
Deciding,  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  service,  to  special- 
ize in  diseases  of  infancy  and  childhood,  he  became 
connected  with  the  Babies'  Wards,  of  which  he  was 
Director  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

During  his  long  term  of  service  his  unfailing  ten- 
derness towards  suffering  little  children  and  the  un- 
varying cheerful  courtesy  with  which  he  met  and 
consulted  with  the  Managers  of  the  Wards,  endeared 
him  to  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  him. 

We  deeply  deplore  the  loss,  not  only  to  us,  but  to 
the  community  at  large,  caused  by  Dr.  Pisek's  un- 
timely death,  and  we  feel  he  leaves  behind*  him  a 
glorious,  living  record  of  achievement  embodied  in 
the  thousands  of  human  beings  made  strong,  happy, 
useful  members  of  society  through  the  wise  care  and 
generous  devotion  of  this  big-hearted  physician.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

Ladies:  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  for  your 
consideration  the  following  report  for  the  past  year, 
which  we  are  thankful  to  say  has  been  an  unusually 
healthy  one  for  New  York  City.  There  has  been  less 
infant  mortality  than  usual  during  the  summer  months, 
partly  owing  to  the  cool  weather,  but  very  largely  due  to 
the  increased  knowledge  by  the  mothers  of  the  sick  babies 
as  to  how  to  care  for  them,  and  by  this  knowledge  to  pre- 
vent the  serious  illness  that,  in  the  tenement  districts, 
generally  means  death.  This  happy  result  has  been  ac- 
complished largely  by  the  teaching  of  the  many  Local 
Service  workers  from  the  Hospital  and  Settlement 
Houses  who  for  years  past  have  labored  among  the  poor 
of  the  city,  teaching  the  mothers  the  fundamental  truths 
of  caring  for  and  feeding  their  children,  and  whose  un- 
tiring work  is  beginning  to  show  its  results,  and  partly 
by  the  improved  conditions  of  the  working  classes,  who 
are  now  better  able  to  buy  pure  milk  at  the  various  milk 
depots  stationed  through  the  city,  and  who  in  many  cases 
are  even  able  to  pay  for  visiting  nurses  to  go  to  their 
homes  to  care  for  the  babies.    There  is  a  very  strong 
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feeling  among  the  physicians  who  make  the  care  of  very 
small  infants  their  specialty,  that  if  a  sick  baby  has  a 
mother  who  is  able  under  the  direction  of  a  doctor  and 
a  visiting  nurse  to  care  for  the  child  at  its  home,  that  the 
baby  does  better  there  than  even  in  the  most  perfectly 
equipped  hospital.  Therefore,  except  for  cases  of  acute 
illness  and  surgical  cases,  we  have  not  had  as  many  in- 
fants as  usual,  while  the  demand  for  the  cribs  for  the 
children  has  been  greater  than  ever.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  cared  for  1,453  children  and  babies  and 
the  days'  care  given  by  our  wards  has  amounted  to 
I5.767- 

You  will  see  by  the  interesting  reports  submitted  to 
you  by  our  doctors,  both  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
division,  that  they  are  anxious  to  increase  our  facilities 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children,  generally  surgical 
cases,  from  two  to  six  years  of  age,  and  to  increase  our 
usefullness  in  this  respect  is  a  problem  that  requires  our 
immediate  attention.  Mrs.  Raymond  Baker  has  given 
to  the  Babies'  Wards  $100,000  to  be  used  at  our  discretion 
to  do  the  greatest  possible  good  to  the  greatest  number 
of  children.  This  generous  gift  is  a  memorial  of  her 
late  husband,  Alfred  Gwynne  Vanderbilt.  It  may  be 
possible  to  use  this  fund  to  extend  our  wards  so  as  to 
make  some  of  the  changes  that  are  needed.  This  sum 
gives  us  an  additional  income-  of  .$4,000  a  year,  but  ex- 
cept in  case  of  some  especial  need  must  not  be  used  for 
current  expenses.  The  nursing  problem,  which  was  so 
difficult  during  the  war,  is  improving.  The  work  of  our 
head  nurse  and  her  two  capable  assistants  cannot  be 
overestimated,  and  the  nurses  who  have  taken  their 
course  of  training  here  during  the  past  year  have  been 
unusually  'intelligent.    Many  of  them  are  college  gradu- 


ates.  They  have  heen  intensely  interested  and  conscien- 
tious in  their  work,  and  under  the  teaching  of  Miss 
Worth  will  carry  the  ideas  of  scientific  as  well  as  loving 
and  tender  care  of  habies  into  many  homes  in  all  parts 
of  our  country. 

We  have  heen  very  free  from  contagion  this  »year, 
partly  owing  to  a  strict  examination  of  children  before 
admitting  them,  ami  also  to  the  additional  time  that  they 
are  kept  in  the  Reception  Wards  before  allowing  them  to 
enter  the  Surgical  and  Medical  Wards  on  the  fourth 
floor.  For  the  past  year  we  have  kept  one  of  our  as- 
sistant nurses  entirely  in  charge  of  the  Reception  floor, 
which  we  hope  can  be  continued  as  the  physicians  deem 
it  of  extreme  importance. 

The  necessity  of  keeping  the  wards  up  to  the  highest 
point  of  efficiency  cannot  be  overestimated.  Doctors 
from  all  over  the  United  States  and  many  other  parts  of 
the  world  come  to  this  Hospital  to  learn  the  latest  and 
best  ideas  for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  suffering  and  to 
specialize  particularly  in  children's  diseases.  Thus,  we 
not  only  care  for  our  own  babies  and  children,  but  spread 
this  knowledge  to  all  parts  of  our  country  and  to  foreign 
lands.  We  have  a  high  function  to  perform  and  it  takes 
all  our  thought,  time  and  money  to  do  our  part  as  we 
should.  This  cannot  be  accomplished  except  by  the  con- 
tinued and  generous  help  of  our  managers  and  friends 
who  for  so  many  years  have  made  possible  the  return 
to  health  of  suffering  children. 

May  I  beg  that  each  one  who  has  the  interest  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  at  heart  will  try  to  bring  more  friends  to 
see  the  work  we  are  trying  to  accomplish  ? 

Surely  no  expenditure  of  time  and  money  can  bring 
a  greater  return  of  happiness  to  t he  giver,  who  by  her 
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generosity  and  interest  is  able  to  give  health,  happiness 
and  the  possibility  of  a  useful  life  to  those  who  in  their 
turn,  as  they  grow  older,  can  perhaps  do  the  same  service 
to  others  of  the  coming  generation.

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DISEASES  OF  CHILDREN 


In  the  year  1920  there  were  admitted  to  the  Babies' 
W  ards  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School 
and  Hospital  approximately  416  medical  cases  and  722 
surgical  cases.  These  722  surgical  cases  represent  a  form 
of  medical  therapy  of  the  greatest  economic  importance. 

The  surgical  complaints  of  children  are  in  the  main 
curable  and  embrace  preponderantly  the  following  condi- 
tions :  abscesses,  benign  tumors,  appendicitis,  burns,  lacer- 
ations and  fractures,  congenital  deformities — cleft  palate, 
hare  lip,  clubfoot, — empyema,  osteomyelitis  and  rupture. 

In  considering  the  health  of  the  baby  community  from 
a  surgical  standpoint  one  is  impressed  with  the  high  in- 
cidence of  empyema  as  a  complication  of  pneumonia, 
with  the  number  of  cases  with  acute  appendicitis  and  with 
chronic  diseases  of  bone,  namely,  osteomyelitis. 

The  complication  of  pneumonia  called  suppurative 
pleurisy  or  empyema  has  ordinarily  a  high  death  rate 
and  prolonged  convalescence  and  many  times  results  in 
deformity  of  the  chest.  The  avoidance  of  prolonged 
convalescence  and  chest  deformity  is  dependent  upon  pre- 
cision in  diagnosis,  its  early  detection  and  thorough  and 
immediate  surgical  intervention. 

The  inability  to  take  care  of  all  of  the  cases  of  em- 
pyema that  apply  for  admission  to  the  Post-Graduate 
Hospital  necessarily  limits  the  usefulness  of  the  Sur- 
gical Department  of  the  Babies'  Wards  and  results  in 
postponing  the  eventual  cure  of  a  number  of  cases  and 
entails  prolonged  morbidity  and  increasing  death  rate. 

In  considering  the  deforming  effects  of  chronic  bone 
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disease  one  is  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  rapid 
development  and  progress  in  surgery  has  rendered  it 
possible  to  completely  cure  all  chronic  bone  disease.  In 
these  conditions  the  element  of  hospitalization  and  hos- 
pital treatment,  adequate  nursing.  X-ray  studies,  out- 
door treatment  are  essential  factors  in  the  rapidity  of  the 
child's  return  to  a  normal  state.  The  effects  of  incom- 
plete surgery  and  of  delayed  surgery  are  extremely  dan- 
gerous to  the  future  usefulness  of  the  child,  and  this 
phase  alone  of  the  surgical  department  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  is  again  limited  by  the  necessarily  restricted  bed 
capacity  of  the  Surgical  Department. 

The  development  of  plastic  surgery  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  cure  and  make  presentable  the  harassing  de- 
formities of  a  congenital  nature  as  exhibited  in  cases  of 
hare  lip,  cleft  palate  and  other  anomalies  of  development. 
The  problem  embraced  in  these  congenital  deformities 
is  one  of  hospitalization,  of  adequate  surgery,  of  repeated 
observation  and  long,  continuous,  careful  after-treatment. 
For  these  purposes  it  is  essential  that  the  facilities  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  be  increased  so  that  these  poor,  unfortu- 
nate children  may  have  this  type  of  service  at  the  most 
opportune  time,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  nur- 
sing capacity  of  the  mother  and  baby  and  also  from  the 
most  beneficent  time  for  surgical  intervention. 

An  interested  observer  has  only  to  follow  a  series  of 
these  cases  before  operation  and  to  observe  the  same 
series  two  or  three  years  thereafter  to  be  astounded  at 
the  marvelous  results  that  have  been  obtained  in  this 
special  and  peculiar  type  of  surgerv. 

One  has  only  to  consider  that  every  child  is  a  future 
citizen  and  is  under  the  necessity  of  earning  his  liveli- 
hood in  some  more  or  less  manual  capacity.   The  restora- 
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tion  of  these  afflicted  children  is  a  matter  of  prime  im- 
portance to  the  community  and  by  adequate  hospital  fa- 
cilities an  economic  loss  of  great  magnitude  would  be 
prevented,  to  say  nothing  of  the  suffering  entailed  by 
late  intervention  in  these  cases. 

The  rapid  development  and  increasing  progress  in 
medicine  and  the  cognate  branches,  including  Baby 
Health  Committees,  Welfare  League,  Milk  Stations  and 
Social  Service  Departments  means  that  adequate  pro- 
vision must  be  made  to  take  care  of  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  surgical  patients  in  the  Babies'  Wards. 

If  the  Surgical  Department  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is 
to  acquit  itself  of  its  responsibility  it  should  have  ade- 
quate bed  capacity  to  make  it  possible  to  take  care  of 
the  increasing  number  of  babies  afflicted  with  curable 
surgical  complaints.

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THE  GENERAL  WORK  OF  THE 
BABIES'  WARDS 


The  Babies'  W  ards  were  started  in  1883.  In  the  in- 
terval from  that  time  to  the  present  date,  much  has  been 
learned  as  to  the  best  methods  of  handling  sick  infants 
in  Hospital  wards.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  review  some 
of  the  points  that  we  believe  are  of  importance  in  carry- 
ing on  such  a  work.  There  are  certain  risks  inherent 
in  an  undertaking  of  this  kind  and  we  have  made  a  study 
of  how  best  to  avoid  them. 

In  the  first  place,  the  stay  of  the  sick  infant  in  hos- 
pital should  be  limited  to  the  period  of  acute  illness. 
Entrance  to  the  hospital  should  likewise  be  confined  to 
acute  cases  of  illness,  and  discharge  should  take  place 
immediately  upon  recovery,  even  if  the  latter  is  only 
partial.  A  speedy  or  satisfactory  .convalescence  is  rarely 
possible  for  an  infant  in  a  hospital.  The  earlier  the  age, 
the  greater  is  the  susceptibility  to  hospitalism  and  the  , 
sooner  it  ensues.  Cases  of  simple  malnutrition,  that  in 
extreme  conditions  are  known  as  marasmus,  rarely,  if 
ever,  do  well  in  hospitals.  Accordingly,  we  exercise 
great  care  in  making  suitable  disposition  of  these  cases. 

As  the  introduction  and  spread  of  contagion  is  one  of 
the  greatest  dangers  in  an  Infants'  Hospital,  extreme 
precaution  is  exercised  in  this  regard,  and  usually  with 
success.  Each  applicant  for  admittance  is  first  inspected 
in  a  special  room  by  an  examining  doctor.  If  suitable 
for  the  hospital,  the  infant  is  given  a  warm  bath  and 
sponged  off  with  an  antiseptic  solution  before  being  taken 
upstairs  to  the  receiving  ward.    If  too  ill  for  the  bath, 
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the  sponging  alone  is  employed.  All  the  clothing  is  left 
below,  and  the  baby  comes  to  the  ward  wrapped  in  a 
warm  blanket.  Upon  the  weekly  visiting  day,  one  visitor 
only  is  allowed,  and  he  or  she  is  furnished  with  a  calico 
gown  to  tli row  over  the  clothing.  It  is  necessary  to  take 
these  precautions,  as  the  babies  come  from  the  poorest 
tenement  houses,  where  active  or  latent  infection  is  very- 
apt  to  exist.  Glass  screens  placed  between  the  beds  have 
been  useful  in  preventing  cross  infections. 

It  is  very  important  in  caring  for  sick  infants  to  have 
a  snfficient  supply  of  nurses.  Success  or  failure  fre- 
quently depends  on  the  ability  to  secure  enough  nurses, 
particularly  when  critical  cases  are  in  the  wards.  A 
severe  pneumonia  or  enteritis,  especially  when  the  tem- 
perature is  running  high,  may  require  the  undivided 
service  of  one  nurse.  ( )n  an  average,  there  should  be  one 
nurse  to  three  or  four  sick  infants  in  the  ordinary  rou- 
tine of  ward  work. 

It  is  likewise  necessary  for  sick  infants  to  have  an 
abundant  supply  of  fresh  air.  We  secure  this  by  open 
window  ventilation  and  by  a  free  use  of  our  roof  garden. 
We  have  found,  however,  that  while  pneumonia  cases 
require  much  fresh  air,  it  is  not  wise  to  have  it  too  cold 
in  the  case  of  infants. 

Our  recognition  of  the  fact  that  babies  should  not  be 
kept  long  in  hospital,  led  to  the  development  of  Hospital 
Social  Service.  It  is  now  generally  appreciated  that 
Hospital  So<  ial  Service  had  its  earliest  inception  in  this 
country  in  our  wards.  We  started  the  work  as  far  hack 
as  i<S<;o,  when  a  small  group  of  ladies  associated  with  the 
hospital  formed  a  voluntary  committee  for  tin's  work. 
As  it  grew  in  importance,  a  salaried  visitor  was  ap- 
pointed in  1894,  and  tins  has  been  continued  ever  since.

In  possibilities  of  service  the  hospital  represents  one  of 
the  broadest  human  institutions.  The  treatment  of  dis- 
ease, teaching,  and  research  should  all  be  combined  in 
its  operation.  W  ith  reference  to  the  latter,  not  only  the 
investigation  of  the  causes  and  treatment  of  individual 
diseases,  but  social  disorders  and  maladjustments  should 
likewise  be  considered.  We  have  tried  to  combine  these 
endeavors  in  our  work  at  the  Babies'  Wards.  Some  ex- 
ceedingly interesting  social  facts  have  been  brought  to 
light  in  the  course  of  these  investigations.  As  an  ex- 
ample, from  1900  to  1902,  and  from  1915  to  1916,  a  social 
study  was  made  to  try  to  find  out  the  actual  life  condi- 
tions of  2,700  sick  babies  who  were  treated  in  our  wards. 
While  these  children  were  treated  for  many  diseases,  the 
real  underlying  causes  of  the  illness  of  this  large  number 
of  cases  could  be  classed  under  three  categories : — bad 
housing,  insufficient  earnings  and  ignorance  on  the  part 
of  the  parents.  It  is  evident  that  educational  and  social 
propaganda  can  well  accompany  the  work  of  the  hospital 
if  results  are  to  be  permanent.  In  other  words,  to  attain 
its  broadest  usefulness,  the  hospital  must  serve  as  a  sort 
of  social  laboratory  in  which  disease  and  distress  can  be 
traced  to  their  ultimate  sources. 

The  connection  of  the  Babies'  Wards  with  a  medical 
institution  drawing  physicians  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
makes  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  view  our  work  in  its 
widest  relations.  It  is  only  by  doing  this  that  we  can 
realize  the  most  effective  results. 

Our  ultimate  ideal  is  to  cure  the  sick  baby,  study  the 
social  causes  of  disease,  and  educate  the  physician  in 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  sickness  in  infants  and 
little  children.

Miss  Weiss  also  supplied  crutches,  feeding  outfits, 
a  wheel  chair,  baby  carriage,  beds,  mattresses,  tooth 
brushes,  tooth  powder,  hair  treatments,  food,  hats, 
shoes  and  underwear.  Through  the  kindness  and 
generosity  of  Mrs.  Hoyt  and  other  members  of  the 
committee  Miss  Weiss  has  been  supplied  with  money 
for  these  needs.  Tickets  for  free  ice  and  boat  rides 
were  given  by  the  Mayor's  Committee  for  Women. 
Through  the  Junior  Emergency  Relief  Society  Mrs. 
Outerbridge  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  obtained  lay- 
ettes, which  were  very  complete  and  were  greatly 
appreciated.

The  Christmas  tree  was  held  as  usual  the  day  be- 
fore Christmas.  Every  child  received  a  present  and 
ice  cream  and  cake.  Several  members  of  the  commit- 
tee were  present  and  helped  to  make  the  party  a 
success.  Miss  Weiss  arranged  for  the  children  in  the 
Homes  to  enjoy  the  56  tickets  given  for  "Play  Land" 
— the  Christmas  Party  at  the  ( irand  Central  Palace ; 
each  ticket  admitted  one  adult  and  two  children.  Also 
one  invitation  for  the  Cripples'  Christmas  Party,  and 
one  for  the  Central  Nurses'  Party.  Miss  Weiss  also 
distributed  gifts  of  toys  and  clothing  in  the  Homes. 
An  Easter  Party  of  ice  cream,  cake  and  presents  was 
given  as  usual.  On  every  holiday  the  children  were 
given  ice  cream  and  cake,  and  were  taken  on  several 
drives  during  the  summer.  A  Rummage  Sale  was  held 
to  raise  funds  for  the  work,  and  owing  to  the  splendid 
work  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Rummage  Sale  Commit- 
tee, and  the  zeal  and  co-operation  of  the  members,  the 
sum  of  $3,226.54  was  raised. 

It  was  decided  at  our  spring  meeting  that  our  an- 
nual subscription  of  $600  for  the  year  for  seven  beds 
in  the  Yonkers  Unit  of  the  Speedwell  Society  be  given 
Up,  as  the  arrangement  called  not  only  for  the  $600 
overhead  charges  but  a  possible  outlay  of  $880.00  for 
boarding  the  children  for  52  weeks.  There  was  no 
guarantee  that  the  beds  should  be  kept  free  for  our 
special  use.  The  value  of  the  Speedwell  having  been

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  for  the  Babies'  Wards  of  the 
Post-Graduate  Hospital  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  forty  active 
members,  with  such  number  of  Associates  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  decided  on.  Names  of  proposed  members  shall  be 
submitted  first  to  Executive  Committee  for  approval. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Friday  of  each 
month  from  October  to  June,  inclusive.  Meetings  shall  begin 
at  11  A.  M.,  and  end  not  later  than  12:30,  except  in  case  of  urgent 
business.    Special  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  of  the  Chairman. 


ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES  OF  MEM  HERS. 

Every  active  member  is  expected  to  attend  the  monthly  meet- 
ings and  take  her  place  on  such  one  of  the  Committees  as  may 
be  most  suitable  and  convenient  for  her.  Each  member  becomes 
responsible  for  one  Friday  afternoon  during  the  year  (visiting 
afternoons  from  two  to  four  o'clock),  on  which  days  she  is 
expected  to  be  present  at  the  Wards,  greet  any  visitors  and  invite 
there  such  of  her  friends  as  she  may  desire  to  interest  in  the 
Wards.  Each  member  shall  collect  $40  annually  in  subscriptions 
or  donations  toward  the  Nursing  and  Emergency  Fund,  this 
money  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  before  March  first  of  current 
year.  As  the  Babies'  Wards  are  entirely  free  and  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions,  it  is  expected  that  all  members  of  the 
Committee  will  endeavor  to  acquaint  their  friends  with  the  work 
and  its  needs-  especially  the  need  of  yearly  supported  beds  and 
gifts  towards  running  expenses. 

Associate  members  shall  collect  $20  annually — shall  be  invited 
to  annual  and  other  meetings,  but  have  no  vote.  They  are  ex- 
pected to  aid  in  such  ways  as  may  be  feasible. 
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ABSENCES. 

Members  are  requested  to  notify  Secretary  if  obliged  to  be 
absent  from  any  meeting.  The  absence  of  any  member  from 
the  regular  meetings  for  four  consecutive  months,  without  an 
explanation  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  shall  be  considered  equiva- 
lent to  a  resignation,  and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  officers  of  this  Committee  shall  be — Chairman,  First  and 
Second  Vice-Chairman,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  to  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot  from  among  its  members. 

1.  Chairman. — The  duties  of  the  Chairman  shall  be  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Auxiliary,  strictly  preserve  order,  appoint  all 
Committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  to  have  charge 
generally  of  the  interests  of  the  Wards.  She  shall  be  ex-officio 
member  of  all  standing  Committees  and  have  the  casting  vote 
on  disputed  questions. 

2.  Fii-st  Vice-Chairman. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  First 
Vice-Chairman  to  assume  all  duties  of  the  Chairman  in  her 
absence  and  at  all  times  to  assist  her  in  the  general  supervision 
of  work. 

3L  Second  Vice-Chairman. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Second 
Vice-Chairman  to  assume  all  duties  of  the  Chairman  and  First 
Vice-Chairman  in  their  absence  and  at  all  times  to  assist  them  in 
the  general  supervision  of  the  work. 

4.  Secretary. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  send  out 
notices  of  all  meetings,  to  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings, 
notify  members  of  their  election,  also,  unless  otherwise  decided 
on,  of  their  days  of  service  at  the  Hospital,  and  send  out  votes 
of  thanks  and  such  official  letters  as  may  be  decided  on  at  the 
meetings. 

5.  Treasurer. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a 
list  of  all  annual  subscribers  and  donors ;  to  receive  and  acknowl- 
edge all  money,  to  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, furnishing  a  monthly  report  of  the  same,  to  notify  animal 
subscribers  and  such  members  as  have  not  sent  in  their  collec- 
tions when  due,  and  to  furnish  an  annual  statement  of  all  con- 
tributions— both  in  money  and  articles — with  current  expenses. 
No  bills  shall  be  paid  by  her,  except  such  as  have  been  authorized 
by  the  appropriate  Committee,  or  under  special  circumstances  by 
the  Chairman.  All  bills  must  be  signed  correct  by  the  purchaser. 
Accounts  shall  be  audited  once  a  year  by  a  Committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  V. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Standing  Committees  shall  consist  of  Executive  Committee, 
House  Committee.  Committee  on  Nursing,  Committee  on  Cloth- 
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ing,  Committee  on  Supported  Beds,  Committee  on  Visiting  of 
Parents  and  Care  of  Children  after  leaving  the  Hospital. 

Chairmen  of  all  standing  Committees  must  he  members  of  the 
Auxiliary;  but,  with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Committees  may  be  enlarged  if  necessary,  by  addition  of  boa- 
members. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee. — Shall  consist  of  the  officers  of 
the  Auxiliary  with  at  least  three  additional  members  elected  at 
Annual  Meeting.  They  shall  have  authority  to  increase  their 
numher,  if  necessary,  from  members  of  Auxiliary  only.  They 
shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings  from  October  to  June, 
inclusive,  and  shall  also  meet  at  call  of  Chairman.  Names  of 
proposed  members  shall  be  submitted  to  them  for  approval. 
Chairman  of  standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  them. 
Matters  concerning  the  financial  interest  and  general  work  of 
the  Wards  shall  be  carefully  considered  by  them,  and  such 
recommendations  made  in  a  monthly  report  to  the  Auxiliary  as 
they  consider  necessary.  They  shall  have  full  authority  to  act 
for  the  Auxiliary  in  all  emergencies.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Auxiliary, shall  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  House  Committee. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee 
to  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  internal  arrangement  of 
the  Wards,  each  member  visiting  the  Hospital  on  her  appointed 
day  weekly ;  to  provide  all  bedding  and  see  that  it  is  properly 
cared  for,  and  to  purchase  all  articles  supplied  by  Auxiliary 
Committee. 

3.  Nursing  Committee. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Commit- 
tee to  visit  the  Wards  from  time  to  time  to  see  that  the  nurses 
are  giving  proper  care  in  every  respect  to  the  children — that  a 
sufficient  number  are  furnished  to  do  all  necessary  work — that 
such  training  as  should  be  given  them  by  Attending  and  House 
Doctors,  as  well  as  Head  Nurse,  is  being  given.  Also  to  make 
such  friendly  inquiries  as  to  comfortable  accommodations,  pro- 
visions for  health  or  recitation,  general  training,  etc.,  as  may  be 
feasible. 

-4.  Committee  on  Clothing. — This  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  the  clothing  of  the  children,  using  their  best  endeavors  to  see 
that  the  children  are  kept  properly  and  neatly  dressed.  They  shall 
mark  all  clothing  before  putting  it  in  use,  and  see  that  clothing 
which  is  sent  to  the  Wards  unlit  for  use  shall,  if  possible,  be  put 
in  proper  condition,  or  if  unsuitable  for  the  use  of  sick  cjiildren. 
shall  be  given  away  where  it  will  do  the  most  good. 

5.  Committee  on  Supported  Beds. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
Committee  to  conduct  all  correspondence  with  those  who  support 
or  endow  beds  in  the  Wards,  sending  to  each  one  at  least  two 
letters  in  a  year,  giving  information  as  to  the  children  who  have 
occupied  such  beds.  They  shall  also  devise  and  carry  out  such 
plans  as  may  help  to  secure  the  yearly  support  or  endowment 
of  new  beds. 
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6.  Committee  on  Visitikcof  Pafents  and  Cabs  of  Children 
After. Lkavinc  the  Hospital. — It  shall  he  the  duty  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  engage  and  supervise  a  competent  paid  charitable  worker 
who  shall  visit  the  homes  of  children  as  soon  as  possible  after 
their  admission  to  the  Wards  and  report  at  once  to  the  attending 
physician  or  surgeon  whether  any  case  of  contagion  exists  in  the 
house,  and  such  further  particulars  as  to  condition,  etc.,  as  may 
be  well  for  them  to  know.  She  shall  also  endeavor  to  find  places 
for  any  children  deserted  by  parents  and  shall  visit  once,  except 
in  special  cases,  every  child  discharged  from  the  Wards,  within 
ten  days  of  discharge.  She  will  be  expected  to  make  such  friendly 
suggestions  to  the  parents  as  to  the  proper  care  of  the  children 
as  may  be  necessary.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  see  that 
proper  printed  instructions  as  to  the  care  of  delicate  children  be 
given  to  parents  whose  children  are  discharged  from  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Chairman  of  each  Committee  is  expected  to  send  a  written 
report  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  one  week  pre- 
vious to  monthly  meeting  or  to  notify  her  that  none  will  be 
presented. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing, three  at  a  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
These  By-Laws  may  be  added  to  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting — notice  having  been 
given  at  a  previous  meeting. 

RULES 

Meetings  shall  begin  punctually  at  eleven  if  a  quorum  shall  be 

present. 

After  the  meeting  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak  ex- 
cept upon  subject  under  discussion,  and  must  then  address  herself 
to  the  Chair.  Members  must  not  quit  the  meeting  before  ad- 
journment except  under  pressing  necessity. 

No  subscriptions  or  donations  shall  be  received  during  the 
meetings. 

When  a  question  is  before  the  Committee  no  other  subject  shall 
be  introduced  until  that  quest  on  be  decided  or  postponed.
